A Russian Naval Authority Insists
That the Petropavlovsk and Po

bieda Were Not Blown Up
By a Japanese Mine

St Petersburg April 14 Official
news has of the

of the big battleship Petropav
lovsk at Port Arthur Wednesday The
vessel ran into a mine laid by the
Russians Vice Adm and
nearly all the crew of nearly 700 were
drowned Grand Duke Cyril son of
Grand Duke of Vladimir and brother
or the Queen of Greece was badly
wounded and may die Six officers o
the Petropavlovslc were saved

St Petersburg April press
representative obtained Thursday
night what is practically the official
version of the sinking of the

Petropavlovsk at Port Arthur and
it clears up to extent the mys
terious features of that vessels de
struction The version is as follows

Retiring before the advance of a
superior fleet which was not fighting
its progress the Russian squadron ap
proached the entrance to the irorbor
It was shortly after 8 oclock in the
morning and most of the officers and
members of the crew were at break-
fast on the flagship Vice Adm Maka
roff was eating breakfast in his cabin

and the ward room was crowded with
officers surrounding the tables On
the bridge Grand Duke Cyril his
friend Lieut von Kobe Capt Jakov
ieff commanding the vessel and two
other officers were on watch examining
the narrow entrance preparatory to
entering it

At about 830 oclock there was a
explosion of the boilers fol-

lowed a few minutes later by a detona
tion from the well stored magazines

Huge gaps were torn in the hull of
the ship and the water rushed in The
center of gravity having gone the ship
rolled on her side and sank

The remainder of the squadroti im
mediately stopped and lowered small
boats and the torpedo boats steamed-
as quickly as possible to the rescue of
the survivors

vere Besides receiving a blow on
the neck his legs were burned and

to St Petersburg

The exact number of Vice Adm
Makaroff staff on board the Petrop
avlovsk When she sank is unknown
but it is thought by the admiralty to
l e probably 15 or 16 The exact num-

ber of the crew lost is also unknown

Did Not Go Down With the Ship
St Petersburg April 18 News has

been received direct from Nicholas T
Kravtchenko special war correspond-

ent at Port Arthur showing he
did not go down with the battleship
Petrocavloysk an Sasbeen reported t
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including the battleship
Pobieda replied from the anchorage-
by a plunging fire The batteries also
participated The loss on land were
seven Chinese killed and five soldiers
and three Chinese wounded The

warships sustained no damage
and there was no loss of life on them

x St Petersburg April 16 Informa-
tion which has slowly reached St Pe-
tersburg has modified the opinion at
first prevailing concerning the origi
nal cause of the destruction of the bat-
tleship Petropavlovsk There is grad-
ually developing a disposition to admit
the possibility that after all Japanese
torpedo boats may have dropped
mines at the entrances to Port Arthur
harbor

London April 16 A St Petersburg
correspondent of the Standard sends-
a rumor to the effect that Vice Adm
Togos fleet escorted a Japanese land
Ing of troops to the westward of the
Yarn river When 12000 men had been
landed the Russian troops which
were lying concealed suddenly attack
ed them driving them back to the
ships with heavy losses itt menand
guns

London April emanate
from various quarters that trouble is
imminent between Russia and China
but there is no authentic news to thi
effect Some St Petersburg corre-
spondents consider the sudden depart-
ure of the Chinese from Moscow tcp bc
significant

Port Arthur April 18 Since the
bombardment of Friday all has been
quiet here Viceroy Alexieff has hoist-
ed his flag on the battleship Sevasto
pol The Easter gifts received from
the grand duchesses have been dis-

tributed to the soldiers and sailors
London April the prepara-

tions prove that the Japapese are in
readiness to sustain a campaign A
correspondent describes the irresista
ble courage shown by the Japanese in
the fighting at Chong Ju charging
recklessly uphill in the face of supe-
rior numbers He relates an Incident
showing the individual initiative of the
Japanese soldiers A private got iso
lated and saw the main body of the
Russians making for the south gate of
the town He hid himself until the
Russians approached and then deliber
ately shot the Russian commander
throwing the force into confusion-

St Petersburg April 18 Notwith-
standing Vice Adm Togos claim that
mines laid by his vessels were respon
sible for the disaster to the Petropav
lovsk said a high naval authority
who is in a position to have access to
all government reports to a press rep-
resentative I am more than ever con-

vinced that the Petropavlovsk and the
Pobieda did not strike Japanese mines
Each ship was struck under the hull
amidships while a mine would have
exploded on first contact near the
bows The fact that in both cases the
ships were struck amidships might
warrant the acceptance of theory
regarding submarine vessels although
personally I do not hold that idea
The Pobieda probably escaped the fate
of the Petropavlovsk because she car-
ried coal in her bunkers between the
bottom and the boilers which more
over are of the Belleville type where
as the boilers of the Petropavlovsk
were of Scotch make and were not
protected by her bunkers

One of the shrewdest naval attaches-
at St Petersburg however told a
press representative that he believed
the Japanese laid the mines which
were responsible for the disaster
pointing out that this was one of the
oldest systems of blcckadingwhen
ships did not dare to run the risk of
entering under an enemys guns The
attache said he thought they would do
this when he noticed that the Japan
ese fleet always made a wide detour
of the entrance

To Succeed Adm Makaroff
St Petersburg April has

been definitely decided that Vice Adm
Skrydloff commander of the Black
Sea fleet will succeed the late Vice
Adm Makaroff as commanderinchief
of the Russian naval forces in the far
east
